Heart  recipient 
suffers  seizures 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Artificial-heart  recipient 
Barney  Clark  suffered  a  series  of  seizures  Tuesday, 
prompting  doctors  to  downgrade  his  condition  to  critical, 
but  tests  showed  no  evidence  of  a  feared  hemorrhage  or 
damage  to  the  brain. 

Doctors  earlier  had  said  they  hoped  the  seizures  stem¬ 
med  from  a  correctable  chemical  imbalance,  and  not  from 
either  of  two  other  possibilities  —  a  hemorrhage  or  blood 
clot  in  the  brain.  The  artificial  heart  was  functioning  nor¬ 
mally  and  the  pump  itself  probably  was  unrelated  to  the 
seizures,  doctors  said. 

The  seizures  early  on  the  sixth  day  of  Clark’s  life  with 
the  permanent  plastic  device  lasted  from  one  to  two  hours 
before  they  were  controlled  by  sedatives,  said  Dr.  Chase 
Peterson,  vice  president  for  health  services  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah. 

At  a  later  news  briefing,  Peterson  said  Clark’s  condition 
was  “completely  compatible”  with  seizures  caused  by  a 
chemical  imbalance. 

If  it  is  a  chemical  or  metabolic  problem,  Peterson  said, 
“it’s  really  a  minimal  setback.  It  would  have  turned  out  to 
be  a  false  alarm.” 

Peterson  said  a  computer-assisted  X-ray  of  Clark’s 
brain  and  heart  showed  no  evidence  of  hemorrhaging  or 
,blood  clots.  “It  wouldn’t  be  fair  to  say  they  are  completely 
eliminated,  but  they’re  much  less  likely  than  before  and 


they  weren’t  the  first  choice  of  some  of  us  anyway,”  he 
said. 

“We  have  no  evidence  of  any  brain  damage,”  he  said. 
“He’s  doing  quite  well  .  .  .  Through  all  of  this  the  car¬ 
diovascular  state  has  never  changed.” 

He  said  doctors’  chief  concern  was  to  get  Clark’s  meta¬ 
bolic  state  to  a  normal  level.  To  help  accomplish  that,  he 
said  a  feeding  tube  was  being  pushed  down  through 
Clark’s  stomach  to  his  small  intestine  so  he  could  be  fed 
chicken  soup  and  ground-up  carrots. 

Peterson  said  the  X-ray  would  not  have  shown  very 
small  blood  clots,  but  if  there  were  any  they  probably 
would  “cause  the  brain  to  swell,”  which  hadn’t  happened. 

He  said  Clark,  although  sedated,  was  moving  his  extre¬ 
mities  slightly,  further  evidence  there  had  been  no  brain 
damage. 

He  said  Clark  would  be  weaned  from  the  sedatives  over 
a  period  of  hours  or  days  as  doctors  watched  to  see  if  the 
seizures  reoccurred. 

Peterson  said  the  seizures  and  treatment  were  consi¬ 
dered  routine  for  post-operative  heart  patients.  Indeed, 
Clark’s  treatment  “is  exactly  what  we’re  doing  with  30 
other  patients  in  the  hospital  today,”  he  said. 

“The  thing  that  is  the  interest  is  the  heart,  and  the  heart 
hasn’t  been  causing  us  any  trouble,”  he  added.

Storm,  strong  winds 
to  blast  Provo  area

Wasatch  Front  residents  braced  themselves 
Tuesday  night  for  gusty  canyon  winds  expected  to 
exceed  75  mph  in  force,  while  the  southern  and 
eastern  parts  of  Utah  prepared  for  a  heavy  snow¬ 
storm. 

The  National  Weather  Service  said  easterly  ca¬ 
nyon  winds  had  started  Tuesday  in  Davis  County 
and  were  expected  to  become  stronger  during  the 
evening.  “Counties  of  susceptibility  are  Salt  Lake, 
Davis,  Weber,  Box  Elder,  Utah  and  Cache,”  the 
weather  service  said. 

“Canyon  winds  in  excess  of  75  mph  are  likely” 
today,  the  service  said. 

The  gusty  winds  may  bring  the  wind-chill  factor 
down  to  30  or  40  degrees  below  zero. 

According  to  Dr.  Dale  J.  Stevens  of  the  BYU 
Weather  Station,  east  winds  are  not  common  in 


Utah  and  are  usually  caused  by  a  pressure  reversal. 
“There  is  a  substantial  high-pressure  system  over 
Wyoming  and  a  low  over  Nevada,”  Stevens  said. 
“The  air  just  takes  the  course  of  least  resistance.” 

He  said  the  Wasatch  Mountains  are  fairly  low, 
making  it  easier  for  the  winds  to  move  with  great 
force  through  the  canyons.  The  weather  service 
said  it  was  not  issuing  statements  to  residents  ab¬ 
out  preparing  for  the  storm.  “Most  of  the  people 
that  get  the  damaging  winds  know  they  are  in  that 
kind  of  an  area.” 

Stevens  said  Provo  was  fairly  well  protected  and 
would  not  be  hit  as  hard  by  the  winds  as  some  of  the 
canyon  areas  farther  north.  But  he  added  that  the 
Provo  area  could  be  facing  a  major  snowstorm. 

Stevens  said  Provo  would  probably  be  receiving 
about  three  to  five  inches  of  snow.  “If  the  storm 
keeps  developing  this  way,  we  may  get  more  snow 
than  that,”  he  said.

House  deletes 
$1  billion  for  MX 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
House  late  Tuesday  rejected  by 
245-176  a  down  payment  of  nearly 
$1  billion  for  the  MX  missile  sys¬ 
tem,  “The  Peacekeeper”  that  Pres¬ 
ident  Reagan  deems  vital  for  con¬ 
vincing  the  Soviet  Union  to  get  se¬ 
rious  about  nuclear  arms  reduc¬ 
tions. 

The  House  vote  deletes  from  a 
$231.6  billion  defense  spending  bill 
all  $988  million  earmarked  for  the 
first  five  of  a  planned  100  of  the 
nuclear-tipped,  intercontinental 
missiles. 

The  vote  marked  a  personal  de¬ 
feat  for  Reagan,  who  had  led  an 
intensive  administration  lobbying 
campaign  to  keep  the  production 
money  intact. 

Fifty  of  Reagan’s  fellow  Republi¬ 
cans  joined  195  Democrats  to  give 
the  MX  opponents  their  majority. 
The  minority  consisted  of  138  Re¬ 
publicans  and  38  Democrats. 

Arrayed  against  Reagan  on  the 
MX  issue  were  advocates  of  a  U.S.- 
Soviet  nuclear  freeze  and  members 


who  contended  that  the  MX  was  a 
good  place  to  make  budget  econo¬ 
mies  since  Congress  has  not  yet  de¬ 
cided  whether  its  proposed  basing 
system  will  work. 

Opponents  were  also  seeking  to 
cut  other  defense  expenditures. 
Work  on  the  entire  appropriations 
bill  was  expected  to  be  completed 
on  Wednesday  and  sent  to  the  Sen¬ 
ate,  which  has  a  $233  billion  version 
from  its  Appropriations  Commit¬ 
tee  awaiting  floor  action. 

Calling  the  outcome  “a  grave 
mistake,”  President  Reagan  said 
congressmen  who  voted  against 
the  MX  were  “sleepwaking  into  the 
future.”  He  said  there  was  still 
time  to  reverse  the  House  decision, 
and  he  pledged  to  take  his  case  to 
the  people  to  rally  support  for  the 
missile. 

“Unless  reversed  in  coming 
days,  it  will  seriously  set  back  our 
efforts  to  protect  the  nation’s 
security  and  could  handcuff  our 
negotiations  at  the  arms  table,” 
said  Reagan  of  the  vote. 


Execution  in  Texas: 
"hope/  or  injustice? 


HUNTSVILLE,  Texas  (AP)  — 
The  death  of  the  first  U.S.  inmate 
executed  by  lethal  injection  was 
praised  Tuesday  as  “hope  for  victims” 
by  the  mother  of  the  man  he  killed. 
But  the  prosecutor  who  originally 
sought  the  sentence  said  the  state 
may  have  killed  the  wrong  man. 

Charlie  Brooks  Jr.,  40,  one  of  two 
men  convicted  of  kidnapping  and  kill¬ 
ing  a  young  auto  mechanic,  died 
strapped  to  a  medical  table  seven  mi¬ 
nutes  after  a  fatal  dose  of  sodium  pen- 
tothal  was  shot  into  his  arm  at  12:16 
a.m. 

Brooks  was  hooked  to  an  in¬ 
travenous  tube  that  snaked  behind  a 
curtain  in  a  death-house  room.  An  un¬ 
seen  and  unidentified  prison  em¬ 
ployee  started  the  flow  of  lethal  drugs 


into  the  tube.  Brooks  appeared  still 
when  the  injection  began  then  started 
gasping  and  wheezing.  Minutes  later, 
a  prison  doctor  pronounced  him  dead. 

Another  execution  in  Texas  by 
lethal  injection  is  scheduled  for  Dec. 
17. 

Brooks  was  convicted  of  killing 
David  Gregory,  26,  a  mechanic  at  a 
Fort  Worth  Used  car  lot.  Brooks  and 
Woody  Loudres,  38,  kidnapped  Greg¬ 
ory  while  test  driving  a  car.  He  was 
taken  to  a  motel  where  he  was  shot 
once  in  the  head. 

Loudres  pleaded  guilty  to  murder 
in  a  plea  bargain  that  got  him  a  40- 
year  sentence,  making  him  eligible 
for  parole  in  seven  years. 

Neither  Brooks  nor  Loudres  ever 
said  who  fired  the  fatal  shot.-

On  a  more  substantive  level,  some 
of  the  non-LDS  faculty  said  they  are 
surprised  by  the  seeming  lack  of  in¬ 
tellectual  inquisitiveness  in  the  stu¬ 
dents  they  teach. 

“What  has  struck  me  as  most 
strange  on  this  campus,”  said  Dr. 
Alan  Swanson,  a  professor  of  Swed¬ 
ish  and  comparative  languages,  “is 
the  great  voluntary  control  and  cap¬ 
ping  of  public  dissent  on  important 
issues.  While  I  find  it  excellent  that 
students  sign  a  moral  code  of  honor, 
there  seems  to  be  an  implicit  con¬ 
tract  of  social  conformity  as  well.” 


Just  as  many  Latter-day  saints 
say  they  strive  to  set  a  good  example 
when  they  live  in  non-LDS  areas, 
the  non-LDS  BYU  professors  said 
they  feel  an  internal  pressure  to  per¬ 
form  tb  the  utmost  of  their  abilities. 

“I’m  very  sensitive  about  what  I 
am  and  the  things  I  do,”  said  Dr. 
Juliana  Boerio-Goates,  a  professor  of 
chemistry  whose  husband  is  an  LDS 
professor  here.  “I  sense  that  people 
look  at  me  to  see  if  I  can  perform.  I 
would  hate  to  do  spmething  that 
would  hurt  other  people’s  chances 
here.” 

Boerio-Goates  added,  however,

Swanson,  a  Lutheran,  said  he’s 
not  sure  why  mental  curiosity  seems 
stifled  at  BYU.

“I  don’t  know  if  being  a  Mormon 
causes  people  not  to  ask  questions,” 
he  said,  “but  I  don’t  see  a  sense  of 
curiosity  here  —  a  curiosity  that 
doesn’t  let  go  of  an  issue.  The  biggest 
problem  for  me  as  a  non-Mormon  has 
been  understanding  this  passiveness 
toward  authority.”

Several  other  professors  had  trou¬ 
ble  understanding  why  Mormons  be¬ 
lieved  it  pecessary  to  pray  at  every 
function. 

“I  sincerely  believe  God  would 
understand  a  good  concert  without  a 


word  of  prayer  before,”  Swanson  re¬ 
marked.  “I’m  not  knocking  it,  but  it 
is  unique.” 

Almost  all  the  non-Mormon  pro¬ 
fessors  said  they  don’t  tell  their  stu¬ 
dents  they  aren’t  members  of  the 
LDS  Church,  but  they  believe  their 
students  figure  it  out  soon  after  the 
semester  begins.

Reagan  makes  accusation 

Russia  threatening  MX  vot< 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Reagan 
administration  accused  the  Soviet  Union 
on  Tuesday  of  trying  to  influence  a  close 
congressional  vote  on  the  controversial 
MX  missile  system. 

As  the  House  prepared  to  open  debate 
on  the  nuclear-tipped  weapon,  White 
House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes  criti¬ 
cized  Soviet  Defense  Minister  Dmitri 
Ustinov’s  statement  that  deployment  of 
the  MX  would  be  a  “crude  violation”  of 
U.S. -Russian  arms  agreements. 

The  Soviet  official  also  said  that  if  the 
United  States  deploys  the  MX,  then  the 
Kremlin  will  develop  a  similar  weapon. 

Ustinov’s  statements  “are  a  clear  effort 


to  influence  the  American  political  pro¬ 
cess,”  Speakes  said.  He  said  he  was  refer¬ 
ring  to  today’s  expected  MX  vote  in  Con-

LONDON  (AP)  a— "Soviet  spy  Hugh  Hambleton 
was  sentenced  to  10  years  in  jail  Tuesday  after  he 
dropped  the  claim  he  was  a  double  agent  and  admit¬ 
ted  he  slipped  the  KGB  top-secret  NATO  docu¬ 
ments^  years  ago. 

The  60-year-old  Canadian  economics  professor 
stood  in  Old  Bailey  Central  Criminal  Court,  listen¬ 
ing  quietly  as  the  judge  pronounced  sentence. 

Hambleton,  a  dual  British  and  Canadian  nation¬ 
al,  had  pleaded  innocent  when  his  trial  began  seven 
days  ago. 

Tuesday,  crumbling  under  three  hours  of  intense 
cross-examination  by  Attorney  General  Sir 
Michael  Havers,  he  admitted  that  between  1961 
and  1965  he  photographed  and  passed  to  Kremlin 
agents  thousands  of  NATO  documents  —  without 
the  knowledge  of  any  Western  official.  , 

Pressed  by  the  attorney  general,  Hambleton 
admitted  handing  over  the  'NATO  documents. 

He  started  his  week'in  court  looking  relaxed  and 
confident,  pleading  innocent  to  two  charges  under 
Britain’s  Offical  Secrets  Act.  . 

By  the  time  the  main  charge  was  put  to  him 
Tuesday,  he  was  strained  and  perspiring. 

“Guilty,  sir,”  he  said  simply. 

Hambleton’s  post-NATO  KGB  contacts  included 
a  1975  dinner  in  Moscow  with  Yuri  Andropov,  now 
Soviet  Communist  Party  leader  and  then  head  of 
the  Soviet  secret  police.  Andropov,  Hambleton 
said,  offered  to  finance  him  to  run  for  the  Canadian1 
Parliament. 

The  maximum  penalty  for  the  espionage  charge 
was  14  years,  but  the  judge  said  he  imposed  the 
shorter  sentence  because  of  Hambleton’s  age  and 
the  information  he  gave  Canadian  police  after  get¬ 
ting  immunity  there  from  spy  charges. 

Hambleton  was  arrested  in  Canada  in  November 
1979  after  KGB  defector  Rudolph  Herrman  identi¬ 
fied  him  as  a  trusted  Soviet  agent.

Lifters  qualify 
for  nationals

Georgia  and  Penn  State  are  1-2  in 
the  final  regular-season  Associated 
Press  poll  and  their  meeting  in  the 
Sugar  Bowl  Jan.  1  should  decide  the 
national  college  football  cham¬ 
pionship.  So  where  does  that  leave 
Southern  Methodist,  whose  record  is 
blemished  only  by  a  tie? 

“If  Penn  State  beats  Georgia  and 
we  win,  we  should  be  No.  1,”  SMU 
running  back  Eric  Dickerson  said 
Monday.  “Every  team  would  have  a 
loss  but  us.” 

Georgia,  11-0,  and  Penn  State,  10- 
1,  both  idle  last  weekend,  held  their 
positions  and  so  did  third-ranked 
Nebraska,  11-1,  and  No.  4  SMU,  10- 
0-1. 

In  fact,  there  were  only  three 
changes  in  the  poll.  Texas  whomped 
Arkansas  and  moved  from  12th  to 
eighth  while  the  Razorbacks  fell  from 
sixth  to  14th.  Florida  State,  No.  15 
last  week,  lost  to  Florida  13-10  and 
fell  out  of  the  Top  Twenty,  to  be  re¬ 
placed  by  Tulsa,  10-1,  which  moved  in 
at  No.  20. 

!  If  Georgia,  11-0,  wins  the  Sugar 
Bowl,  they  should  have  clear  title  to 


the  national  championship  in  the  poll 
to  be  released  Monday,  Jan.  3.  If  10-1 
Penn  State  wins,  it  should  have  the 
inside  track,  having  knocked  off  top- 
ranked  Georgia  and  handing  Nebras¬ 
ka  its  only  regular-season  loss. 

Georgia  received  46  of  50  first-place 
ballots  and  995  of  a  possible  1,000 
votes  from  the  nationwide  panel  of 
sport's  writers  and  sportscasters. 
Penn  State  had  two  first-place  votes 
and  952  points. 

The  other  two  first-place  ballots 
went  to  11-1  Nebraska,  which  rallied 
from  a  16-7  deficit  in  the  final  period 
to  defeat  Hawaii  37-16.  SMU  had  869 
points  and  UCLA  held  fifth  place  with 
782  points. 

Pitt,  which  began  the  season  No.  1, 
jumped  from  seventh  to  sixth  with 
719  points  and  defending  national 
champion  Clemson  climbed  from 
eighth  to  seventh  with  635. 

Then  came  Texas  with  622  points, 
Washington  with  564  and  West  Virgi¬ 
nia  with  511. 

The  Second  Ten  consists  of  Arizona 
State,  Oklahoma,  LSU,  Arkansas, 
Southern  Cal,  Maryland,  Ohio  State, 
Auburn,  Michigan  and  Tulsa. 


Three  BYU  power  lifters  qualified  for  the  nation¬ 
al  championships  during  the  BYU  Open  power- 
lifting  meet  Saturday  at  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

BYU’s  Steve  Rands,  Parry  Markle  and  Victor 
Petruschin  qualified  during  the  meet  to  compete  in 
the  National  Collegiate  Power  lifting  Cham¬ 
pionships,  to  be  March  16  in  Texas. 

Dr.  L.  Jay  Sylvester,  coach  for  the  power  lifting 
squad,  said  the  open  meet’s  most  outstanding  per¬ 
formance  was  registered  by  Tapio  Kuusela,  a  for¬ 
mer  BYU  student  from  Finland,  who  totaled  2,000 
pounds  in  the  bench-press,  dead-lift  and  squat-lift 
events. 

“It  was  a  remarkable  accomplishment — the  first 
time  in  the  state  of  Utah  that  anyone  has  lifted 
2,000  pounds,”  said  Sylvester  of  Kuusela’s  achieve¬ 
ment.  “It  was  on  a  world-class  level  of  competi¬ 
tion.” 

BYU  will  host  the  Utah  State  Olympic  Weight¬ 
lifting  Championships  on  Saturday  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  where  competition  will  begin  at  noon. 

Sylvester  stressed  the  difference  between  the 
power-lifting  events  and  the  Olympic-style  com¬ 
petition.  The  Olympic  championships  will  feature 
the  two-hand  snatch  and  the  two-hand  clean-and- 
jerk  lift,  he  said,  adding  that  both  events  require 
the  bar  and  weights  to  be  lifted  at  arms’  length  over 
the  participant’s  head. 

While  power  lifting  is  a  relatively  new  style  of 
weightlifting  competition,  first  initiated  in  1969, 
Sylvester  said  Olympic-style  weightlifting 
methods  have  been  used  in  competitions  since  1896.

ALBUQUERQUE,  N.M.  (AP)— Joe  Lee  Dunn, 
who  molded  one  of  the  top  defensive  units  in  the 
Southwest,  on  Monday  was  named  head  football 
coach  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  succeeding 
Joe  Morrison. 

Dunn,  36,  was  Morrison’s  defensive  coordinator 
and  top  assistant  for  the  past  three  years.  Morri¬ 
son,  who  guided  New  Mexico  to  a  school  record  10-1 
season,  resigned  Sunday  to  accept  the  head 
coaching  job  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina. 

Dunn  has  established  a  reputation  as  one  of  the 
top  defensive  coaches  in  the  West.  In  1980  and 
1981,  Dunn’s  defensive  units  at  New  Mexico  were 


the  best  statistically  in  the  Western  Athletic  Con¬ 
ference. 

John  Bridgers,  New  Mexico  athletic  director, 
said  Dunn  was  “the  first  man  considered”  to  replace 
Morrison. 

“I  felt  it  was  critical  to  our  recruiting  and  Overall 
program  that  we  move  quickly,”  Bridgers  said.  “I 
think  the  only  people  who  will  hate  to  see  J oe  Lee  as 
the  new  head  coach  will  be  the  offensive  coordina¬ 
tors  of  our  opponents.” 

Dunn  said  he  would  not  have  actively  pursued 
the  head  coaching  job  and  had  been  asked  by  Morri¬ 
son  to  join  the  latter’s  staff  at  South  Carolina.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  National  Football  League  player 
representatives  voted  19-9  Monday  to  recommend  that  the  1,500 
players  who  struck  for  57  days  approve  the  five-year,  $1.6  billion 
collective  bargaining  agreement  negotiated  by  the  union  and  the 
owners’  Management  Council. 

It  was  the  second  vote  by  the  representatives  to  send  the 
agreement  to  the  union’s  rank  and  file,  and  the  first  in  which  they 
recommended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  its  ratification.  On  Nov.  16, 
when  the  agreement  was  announced,  they  voted  19-6  with  three 
abstentions  to  send  the  agreement  to  the  players,  but  that  vote 
carried  with  it  no  recommendation. 

A  number  of  changes  were  agreed  to  by  both  sides  in  a  series  of 
subsequent  meetings  between  union  and  management  leaders. 

Union  chief  Ed  Garvey  said  the  “substantially  improved”  docu¬ 
ment  would  “likely  be  ratified”  by  the  full  membership  when  it 
votes  Wednesday. 

“Negotiations  over  the  past  three  weeks  have  improved  the 
agreement  to  the  point  where  two-thirds  of  the  reps  and  (union 
president)  Gene  Upshaw  now  recommend  ratification,”  Garvey 
said.  “Had  we  formally  voted  at  our  rep  meeting  two  weeks  ago, 
a  clear  majority  would  not  have  recommended  ratification.” 

The  union’s  1 , 500  members  will  be  given  the  choice  of  voting  to 
accept  the  contract,  rejecting  it  or  abstaining. 

Among  the  contract  changes  made  since  Nov.  16  were: 

—  Pay  protection  for  players  should  the  NFL  expand  the 
current  16-game  schedule. 

—  The  1983  draft  must  be  held  in  May. 

—  An  impartial  arbitrator  can  postpone  a  player’s  club- 
ordered  suspension,  for  the  first  time,  until  he  renders  a  decision. 

—  Career-ending  injury  protection  increased  to  $65,000.

Teacher  studies  rock

Shredded  tapes  and  broken  records  were 
strewn  across  the  fifth  floor  of  W  Hall  in  Deseret 
Towers  after  a  tri-ward  fireside  given  by  Jack 
Christianson,  Timpview  High  School  seminary 
teacher. 

W  Hall  residents  were  so  impressed  by  Christ¬ 
ianson’s  talk  on  the  effects  of  rock  music  that  they 
returned  to  their  rooms  and  destroyed  a  number 
of  their  rock’n’roll  recordings. 

When  asked  what  he  had  said  to  pursuade  so 
many  to  this  kind  of  action,  Christianson  said  “I 
take  the  spiritual  approach.  I  relate  the  words  of 
prophets  and  let  people  decide  for  themselves.” 

Christianson  read  excerpts  of  a  talk  by  the 
First  Presidency,  published  in  the  “Priesthood 
Bulletin”  of  August  1973,  which  said:  “Through 
music  man’s  ability  to  express  himself  extends 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  spoken  language  in  both 
subtlety  and  power.  Music  can  be  used  to  exhalt 
and  inspire  or  to  carry  messages  of  degradation 
and  destruction.  It  is  therefore  important  that  as 
Latter-day  Saints,  we  at  all  times  apply  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  gospel  and  seek  the  guidance  of  the 
spirit  in  selectgig  the  music  with  which  we  sur¬ 
round  ourselves.” 

Christianson  said  that,  as  a  seminary  teacher, 
he  noticed  many  of  hi?  students  were  spiritually 
unresponsive  to  the  messages  of  the  gospel  and 
scriptures.  As  a  result,  he  decided  four  years  ago 
to  begin  teaching  lessons  on  music  and  its  possi¬ 


ble  effects. 

Christianson,  who  plays  the  trumpet,  organ 
and  piano,  began  his  in-depth  research  into  rock 
music,  musicians  and  the  underlying  messages 
present  in  many  compositions. 

Christianson  said  many  of  the  creators  of  this 
kind  of  music  use  a  technique  called  backward 
masking  to  integrate  subtle  messages  under  the 
main  music  line  or  lyrics  that  appeal  to  the  sub¬ 
conscious  of  the  listener. 

According  to  Christianson,  many  songs  do  not 
even  attempt  to  cover  up  encouragement  of  mor¬ 
al  and  legal  perversions.  He  cited  “Teenage 
Overdose  —  One  Foot  In  Hell”  by  Loverboy  as 
an  example  of  this. 

When  asked  how  he  researches  this  kind  of 
music  without  ill  effects  to  himself,  he  stated,  “I 
don’t  research  it  anymore.  After  several  years  of 
listening  to  this  kind  of  music,  I  found  myself 
becoming  angry,  short  tempered  and  irritated 
with  my  family  and  people  around  me.”  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Christianson,  he  only  does  research  when 
necessary  for  an  assignment. 

Although  music  changes  through  the  years, 
Christianson  states  that  the  13th  Article  of  Faith 
may  serve  as  a  constant  guide  to  what  is  accept¬ 
able. 

Christianson  says,  “To  those  who  feel  that  it 
won’t  hurt  or  affect  them  to  listen  to  suggestive 
music,  read  2nd  Nephi  28:21,  which  suggests  that 
Satan  will  pacify  and  lull  them  away,  while  they 
think  that  all  is  well.”

“While  such  a  transfer  would  solve  some  of  the 
current  financing  problems  facing  the  state,  it  will 
eliminate,  or  at  least  reduce,  future  revenues  from 
this  source,”  the  report  said. 

According  to  the  study,  present  programs- and 
appropriations  with  no  increase  in  funding  levels 
would  require  more  than  $1,031  billion  in  1983-84 
from  the  general  fund  and  uniform  school  fund.  The 
total  projected  resources  from  the  two  funds  are 
expected  to  be  $1.01  billion,  producing  a  shortage  of 
at  least  $21.5  million. 

The  report  is  optimistic,  though,  about  the  legisl¬ 
ature’s  ability  to  balance  the  budget  Without  a  ma¬ 
jor  tax  increase.  “One  bright  spot  in  this  otherwise 
bleak  financial  picture  is  that  the  state  and  local 
units  have  been  overfunding  the  retirement  prog¬ 
ram  for  public  employees,”  the  report  said.

Tests  seek  cause  of  UTC  staff  illnesses 


The  first  phase  of  tests  to  determine  whether 
low-level  toxins  have  been  the  cause  of  illness  of 
several  Utah  Technical  College  campus  employees 
should  be  completed  this  week,  according  to  LaVar 
Rockwood. 

Rockwood,  vice  president  of  the  Provo/Orem 
campus  where  the  illnesses  occurred,  said  prelimin¬ 
ary  investigations  by  the  Rocky  Mountain  Center 
for  Occupational  and  Environmental  Health  at  the 
University  of  Utah  Medical  Center  show  no  low- 
level  toxins  are  present. 

However,  Rockwood  said  further  testing  is  being1 
done  to  determine  the  possibility  of  smaller  traces 


of  toxins.  “The  school  wants  to  provide  its  em¬ 
ployees  with  a  safe  working  environment,”  he  said. 

Linda  Walton,  director  of  information  services  at 
the  college,  said  the  second  phase  of  testing  in¬ 
volves  taking  samples  of  carpet,  upholstery  and 
insulation  to  determine  if  they  contain  any  toxic 
substances.  Those  tests  should  be  completed  by 
Dec.  17. 

“It  appears  all  the  employees  who  became  ill 
were  in  the  school’s  Learning  Resource  Center,” 
she  said. 

College  President  J.  Marvin  Higbee  met  with 
employees  recently  to  review  steps  being  taken  in 


the  investigation.  He  said  the  college  wants  to  de¬ 
termine  if  there  is  a  problem  so  that  steps  may  be 
taken  to  correct  it  as  soon  as  possible.  The  state 
agency’s  investigation  is' being  funded  by  the  col¬ 
lege. 


The  problem  first  came  to  the  attention  of  school 
officials  in  September  after  a  faculty  member  ques¬ 
tioned  whether  allergy  problems  she  had  might  be 
caused  by  something  in  the  building. 


Virginia  Yeager  told  officials  she  began  to  show 
signs  of  the  problems  about  two  years  ago. 


Family's  sailing  tripturns  into  nightmare 


SUVA,  Fiji  (AP)  —  Three  Jeho¬ 
vah’s  Witnesses  from  California  are 
recovering  after  losing  their  yacht  on  . 
a  South  Pacific  reef,  sailing  25  days  in 
two  8-foot  boats  lashed  stern  to  stern, 
and  spending  three  days  on  a  desolate 
sand  bar  before  being  rescued. 

Waves  up  to  40  feet  capsized  them 
repeatedly,  and  for  a  week  their  only 
food  was  a  bird  that  perched  on  one  of 
the  boats  and  flying  fish  that  landed  in 
the  boats  at  night. 

Prayer  and  song 
“I  felt  that  we  were  going  to  die,” 
said  Robert  Aros,  50,  of  Long  Beach, 
“but  we  are  a  very  religious  family. 
We  prayed  a  lot.  We  sang  religious 
songs,  and  we  kept  our  spiritual  faith 


up.” 


Aros,  his  second  wife,  Margaret, 
30,  and  his  17-year-old  son,  Christian, 
were  rescued  last  weekend  by  Fi¬ 
jians,  who  took  them  to  Cikobia-I- 
Lau,  an  island  150  miles  northeast  of 
Suva. 

When  the  Fijians  found  them,  Aros 
was  too  weak  to  stand,  but  they  were 
preparing  to  set  sail  again  in  search  of ; 
fresh  water  and  people. 

“The  Fijians  told  us  we  would  nev¬ 


er  have  made  it,”  Aros  said  from  his 
hospital  bed.  “The  prevailing  cur¬ 
rents  would  have  washed  us  away 
from  land  again.  We  would  have  died, 
there’s  no  doubt  about  that.” 

A  government  helicopter  brought 
them  Tuesday  to  Colonial  Memorial 
Hospital  in  the  Fijian  capital.  Doctors 
said  they  were  suffering  from  mal¬ 
nutrition,  exposure  and  exhaustion 
but  would  make  a  good  recovery. 

Close  to  death 

A  thin  man,  Aros  said  he  was  prob¬ 
ably  closer  to  death  than  his  wife  and 
son  because  he  had  less  body  fat.  She 
said  she  was  helped  by  having  kept  fit 
as  a  professional  roller  derby  contes¬ 
tant  before  their  marriage  seven 
years  ago. 

Aros,  a  plant  nurseryman,  and  his 
family  sailed  from  Long  Beach  a  year 
ago  on  a  trip  around  the  world  in  their 
36-foot  sloop  Vamanos. 

He  said  they  were  en  route  from 
Raratonga,  in  the  Cook  Islands,  to 
New  Zealand  when  they  grounded  on 
a  reef  on  the  night  of  Nov.  5.  The 
Vamanos  was  holed;  the  radio 
drowned  out,  and  each  wave  shifted 
.the  yacht  closer  to  the  edge  of  the  reef 


and  to  sinking. 

Aros  and  Christian  lashed  an  8-foot 
rubber  dinghy  and  an  8-foot  Fiberglas 
boat  together  as  a  catamaran,  equip¬ 
ped  the  craft  with  the  mast  and  sail 
from  the  youth’s  Windsurfer  and  set 
sail  with  two  tableknives,  two  pock- 
etknives,  about  15  cans  of  survival 


rations,  about  20  quarts  of  fresh  wa¬ 
ter,  assorted  clothing,  flares  and  a 
signaling  kit,  a  sextant,  a  first  aid  kit, 
two  oars  and  a  pump  for  the  inflatable 
dinghy. 

“I  knew  roughly  where  we  were 
and  my  plan  was  to  sail  to  Southern 
Tonga.

Utah  County’s  birthrate  per 
thousand  is  twice  that  of  the  nation, 
according  to  John  Brockert,  State 
Health  Department  statistician,  but 
hospitals  in  the  area  say  they  are 
equipped  to  handle  it. 

Vicki  McClellan,  assistant  director 
of  nursing  for  the  Perinatal  (child¬ 
birth)  Center  of  Utah  Valley  Hospit¬ 
al,  said  265  nurses  are  employed  there 
by  the  hospital.  McClellan  also  said 
the  Perinatal  Center  is  the  biggest 
area  in  the  hospital. 

Orem  Community  Hospital  has 
only  been  in  operation  for  a  year  and  a 
half,  according  to  Director  of  Nursing 
Deanna  Tumer-Kosich.  But  she  said  t 
the  Orem  hospital  has  adequate  facili¬ 
ties  and  personnel  to  handle  the  “real¬ 
ly  busy”  times. 

Both  McClellan  and  Tumer-Kosich 
said  their  hospitals  subscribe  to  the 
philosophy  that  the  birth  of  a  child  is 
not  an  illness  but  a  stirring  family  ex-  • 
perience  in  which  all  the  members  of 
the  family  should  be  involved. 

Utah  Valley  Hospital  patients  are 
offered  the  option  of  having  their  in¬ 
fant  delivered  in  an  informal,  home¬ 
like  room  called  a  birthing  room,  or  a 
formal,  traditional  labor  room, 
according  to  McClellan. 

Turner-Kosich  said  Orem  Com¬ 
munity  Hospital  offers  the  same  op¬ 
tions. 

Both  hospitals  encourage  family 
members  to  be  part  of  the  birth  pro¬ 
cess.  Visitors  of  the  patient’s  choice 
are  allowed  to  be  with  the  mother  at 
least  during  part  of  the  birthing  pro¬ 
cess. 

At  Utah  Valley  Hospital,  visitors 
must  be  16  or  older,  and  only  the. 
father  is  allowed  to  remain  during  the 
actual  delivery,  McClellan  said.  At 
Orem  Community  Hospital,  every 
family  member  is  allowed  to  be  pre- 
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sent  at  every  phase  of  the  birthing 
process,  with  the  decision  as  to 
whether  the  children  are  too  young 
being  left  to  the  parent’s  discretion. 

Different  birthing  methods  are 
optional  for  Utah  Valley  patients,  and 
occasions  such  as  birthdays  can  be 
celebrated  there  in  honor  of  the  new 
infant,  McClellan  said. 

“Our  emphasis  is  on  letting  the  pa¬ 
tients  control  what  goes  on,”  Turner- 
Kosich  said  of  Orem  Community  Hos¬ 
pital.  “There  are  no  set  routines.  We 
really  emphasize  a  home-like  atmos¬ 
phere,”  she  said. 

All  intensive  care  babies  are  tre¬ 
ated  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Turner-Kosich.  She  said  Orem 
Community  Hospital  has  all  the 
necessary  facilities  to  meet  an 
emergency  during  a  delivery, 
however. 

Both  McClellan  and  Turner-Kosich 
said  their  respective  hospitals  have 
short-stay  options  of  12  hours  for  pa¬ 
tients  who  have  no  complications  with 
their  deliveries. 

At  Utah  Valley  Hospital,  some 
other  available  options  include  deliv¬ 
ery  tables  that  can  fold  into  a  sitting 
position  during  delivery.  In  some  in¬ 
stances,  the  baby  can  “room”  with  the 
mother  either  part  of  the  time  or  all 
the  time  after  delivery.  Technical 
equipment  is  available  as  necessary  to  _ 
minimize  the  risk  associated  with  giv-  A 
ing  birth,  according  to  McClellan.  ^ 

Orem  Community  Hospital  affords  a 
patients  such  casual  options  as  unreg-  J 
ulated  visiting  hours  and  the  oppor-  9 
tunity  for  fathers  to  sleep  in  the  birth-  £ 
ing  rooms  with  their  wives,  Turner-  ^ 
Kosich  said. 

“It’s  kind  of  amazing  to  sense  the  ™ 
magic  air  the  children  are  feeling 
when  they  have  been  part  of  their 
little  brother  or  sister’s  birth,”  Tur¬ 
ner-Kosich  said.

Petition  gleans  signatures, 
hopes  high  for  cable  ban 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Orga¬ 
nizers  of  a  petition  drive  to  regulate 
cable  television  say  they  may  know 
late  this  month  if  they  obtained 
enough  signatures  to  prompt  legisla¬ 
tive  action. 

Patricia  Pattison,  one  of  the  drive 
organizers,  said  her  group  is  confi¬ 
dent  of  obtaining  31,000  signatures. 

The  group  needs  about  30,000  sign¬ 
atures  from  registered  voters  to  re¬ 
quire  the  legislature  to  consider  laws 
banning  so-called  indecent  material 


from  cable  programming.  , 

Smaller  counties  in  the  state 
already  have  submitted  petitions  to 
the  lieutenant  governor’s  office  to 
have  signatures  scrutinized,  but  offi¬ 
cials  haven’t  begun  counting  the 
names. 

Salt  Lake  County  officials  estimate 
they  have  about  20,000  names  to 
verify.  Employees  hired  by  the  coun¬ 
ty  to  assist  during  the  November 
elections  have  remained  on  the 
payroll  for  the  task,  officials  said.
